OPERATIVE RELATIONSHIP WITH PAKISTAN. 

WE ARE ALWAYS PREPARED TO DISCUSS ANY CONCERNS YOU MAY 
HAVE QUIETLY AND DISPASSIONATELY. CONSIDERING THE LONG 
HISTORY OF CLOSE AND AMICABLE RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR TWO 
COUNTRIES I SUGGEST THAT WE SEEK WAYS TO AVOID PUBLIC 
CHARGES WHICH CAN ONLY DAMAGE OUR RELATIONS.
